Nine Army Officers Arrested After Interrogation

Nine military officers of the unit in charge of the 
protection of institutions who two weeks ago opposed 
the arrest of Mr. Audifax Ndabitoreye, the former 
intelligence services boss who was recently appointed 
head of mission in the office of the president, were 
arrested this week after several interrogation sessions 
at the Bujumbura High Court. 


Meanwhile, Mr. Audifax Ndabitoreye is still being 
pursued by the judicial police, a very close source to the 


Office of the state general prosecutor told ABP today. | 


Mr. Audifax Ndabitoreye’s guards were summoned for 
interrogation, and to enable the security forces to arrest 
Mr. Audifax Ndabitoreye, but 1c was no longer at his 
residence. 


The French ambassador to Burundi, who telephoned the 
general prosecutor of the Republic to report Ndabitor- 
eye’s presence at the French Embassy the following day, 
disclosed that Ndabitoreye was no longer there. He told 
the media that there was no trace of Mr. Ndabitoreye, 
the former intelligence boss, in his embassy. 


We will recall that Mr. Audifax Ndabitoreye was 
accused of collaborating with armed groups from Kibira, 
Zaire-Nil Forest, and for reportedly using a secret 
security fund to support them. He claimed that the 
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security forces are trying to put him in jail because he 
is in possession of documents relating to the October 
1993 abortive coup. 


The whereabouts of Mr. Ndabitoreye are still unknown 
today. We also recall that the special security unit for 
the protection of institutions was created by the head 
of state without the consent of the opposition which 
referred to the painful experience of the unit of late 
Rwandan President Juvenal Habyarimana. 


Meanwhile, Prime Minister Antoine Nduwayo, today 
launched the recently set-up security and defense ser- 
vices which will be headed by two personalities known 
to the Burundi public, namely Colonel Jean-Bosco 
Daradangwe, head of the information services at the 
Army Headquarters, and his deputy, Mr. Issa Ngendaku- 
mana, former secretary of state for public security, who 
belongs to the ruling party, the Front for Democracy in 
Burundi. 


Four Papers Approved; Radio Declared Illegal

The incident took place overnight Sunday 
in Makamba Province near the Tanzania border, the 
ministry said. The militants claimed to be members 
of the National Liberation Front (FROLINA). Hutu 
militants fleeing Burundi Armed Forces tried to take 
refuge in Tanzania, but were thwarted by the Tanzanian 
Army. The Burundi Army is dominated by the Tutsi 
minority. 

In a separate incident, seven men were hacked to 
death after an argument broke out among black market 
money changers in Bujumbura, a police source said.

(FBIS Translated Text) [Braeckman] What exactly does 
your organization, the RDR [Rally For the Return of 
Refugees and Democracy to Rwanda] represent? It is 
sometimes described as a front for the former Rwandan 
Army.... 


[Nsabahimana] In the camps new organizations have 
emerged, following new solidarities: organizations of 
young people, women, groups of intellectuals. Study 
groups have been created and in October 1994 we came 
to the conclusion that the government in exile, which 
called itself the interim government, was not the one 
needed to start the reconstruction of the country. We 
have asked it to put itself on hold. As for the Kigali 
government, we believe that it is not in accordance with 
the Arusha agreements. 


When the RDR was formed, it recruited on the basis 
of individual memberships, and not membership of 
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groups or parties. Moreover we explicitly asked that the 
Rwandan leaders who were in place between 6 April 
and the time of exile cannot be elected in our bodies. 


{Braeckman] What about support given to you by the 
former Rwandan Army? Do Interahamwe militiamen 
also support you? 


[Nsabahimana] The former commanders of the FAR 
(Rwandan Armed Forces] support us, that is correct: 
Generals Bizimungu and Kabiligi, and the officers 
who were members of the general staff. But not the 
militiamen. Only regular soldiers are part of the RDR, 
those who have a registration number. 


The militiamen are another problem — namely, the 
involvement of young people in paramilitary forces.... 


(Braeckman} Is this support from the military not 
compromising? 


(Nsabahimana] In any event, faced with the RPF 
(Rwandan Patriotic Front), which controls the Army 
in Rwanda, we too need a certain force. There are 
around 30,000 soldiers in exile. Account must be taken 
of them. Having said that, we have clearly indicated 
that the RDR was not the heir of the former interim 
government, and that it was necessary to draw a 
distinction: before and after exile. 


[Braeckman}] Which option do you choose, war or 
negotiation? 


(Nsabahimana] We are clearly for negotiation. We do 
not agree with those in the camps who say that we 
have to kick the Tutsis out. We must all learn to live 
together in that country. We must also think of the future 
generations: We cannot leave our children machetes.... 
Moreover in the camps we are trying to move ideas 
forward, to ensure that the reality of the genocide is 
understood. Reality must not be hidden, but the debate 


opened. 


[Braeckman}] What is your position on the return of the 
refugees and the threats of expulsion made by Zaire? 


(Nsabahimana] In any event if people return we must 
be involved in the process. We want the UNHCR 
and perhaps friendly countries, France, Germany, and 
even Belgium (which is nevertheless badly viewed in 
the camps....) to guarantee our safety on the occasion 
of an exploratory mission which we could make to 
Rwanda itself, and which would prepare the return of 
the refugees in a group. 


(Braeckman) Kigali wants such exploratory visits. 


(Nsabahimana] We too, but subject to the condition that 
the safety of our delegation be guaranteed.... We would 
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like to take the Kigali government at its word for the 
promises.... 


{[Braeckman] You are accused of wishing to also rene- 
gotiate your return to power by basing yourselves on 
the mass of refugees? 


[Nsabahimana] That is not the problem. What interests 
us is that institutions be put in place which protect 
everyone. The country needs to be stabilized and we 
believe that neither the former army in exile nor the 
army of the RPF are capable of doing so. 


Also the territorial administration must really represent 
the people. In Bugesera, where many Tutsis live, it is 
normal that the mayors be Tutsis, but in the north, in 
Byumba, they should be Hutus in line with the majority 
of the population. New parties should be allowed to 
emerge too. 


[Braeckman] That is going to be difficult, since political 
life is suspended. 


(Nsabahimana] In any event the institutions must be 
stabilized if people want to avoid another war. And 
above all it is impossible to suspend the gains of 
democracy: Rwandans have learned to talk during the 
entire transition period. Today, everyone has suffered 
and they want to participate in their country’s life. The 
political debate cannot be suspended. 


(Braeckman] What do you think of Zaire’s ultimatum 
to the refugees? 


([Nsabahimana] President Mobutu has said that he did 
not agree with their expulsion between now and 31 De- 
cember, but in any event we are realistic. Zaire, in this 
election period, cannot stand indefinitely the presence of 
the Rwandan refugees, who are too numerous in Kivu 
region. 


[Braeckman] Would you agree to collaborate with the 
International War Crimes Tribunal? 


(Nsabahimana] Absolutely: We will accept the validity 
of the lists of the presumed guilty which will be 
presented and we ask that these people be judged. All of 
them. How can one envisage running a country knowing 
that people who killed are walking on the hills with 
complete impunity. 


{Braeckman] Sometimes you are accused of being in 
favor of a general amnesty. 


(Nsabahimana}] That is completely false: We want 
justice to be done, and all the crimes be taken into 
account, moreover including those of the RPF. 


(Braeckman} But those are acts of war, not crimes 
against humanity.... 
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(Nsabahimana] It is for the tribunal to assess the degree 
of seriousness of the crimes, and their nature. But how 
do you want the families of victims to accept that some 
crimes be taken into account and not others? 


UN Special Envoy Discusses Refugee Return

(FBIS Transcribed Excerpt] The UN special envoy to 
Rwanda, Ambassador Shahryar Khan, said at a press 
conference yesterday that the repatriation of Rwandan 
refugees would depend much on the quick setting-up 
of a proper and functioning justice system. He said, I 
quote, if there is no justice functioning, how can you 
expect refugees to return home, end of quote. 


Ambassador Shahryar Khan also reaffirmed the first 
prosecutions of genocide suspects by the international 
Crimes tribunal for Rwanda will be held before the 
end of this year, as stated by the tribunal’s [chief] 
prosecutor, Judge Richard Goldstone. 


Talking about the forthcoming international conference 
on genocide scheduled from | to 5 November in Kigali, 
Shahryar Khan said that the United Nations is fully 
supportive of the conference from which the Rwandan 
society will benefit much for its reconstruction. 


On the issue of the term of UNAMIR [UN Assistance 
Mission to Rwanda] mandate due to expire by 8th 
December this year, Ambassador Shahryar Khan said 
UNAMIR force is ready to leave by the date, but said 
the decision will depend on the consultations between 
the UN Security Council and the Rwandan Government 
currently represented at the UN Security Council until 
the end of this year. [passage omitted] 


The UNHCR representative in Rwanda, Mr. (Lemont 
Urassa), was also present at the [news] conference. 
(Lemont Urassa) remarked that the number of returnees 
from Zaire has not gone up during last week as planned 
by the UN refugee agency. This fall in the number 
of returnees followed President Mobutu’s declaration 
contradicting the Zairian prime minister's threat to 
resume forced repatriation by 31 December this year. 


{Begin (Urassa) recording)] The numbers seem to be 
constant but at least this month, they have not increased 
as much as we had planned. So that is where we are. 
We do believe that the numbers in the last, this last 
week, even after Mobutu, Mobutu’s statement had an 
immediate sort of reduction. [sentence as heard] But it 
seems to be picking up again. But I cannot tell you 
because it is too early. Maybe we have to watch the 
figures of this week to be able to say whether it had

We should be in [word 
indistinct] instead of having to run to the West for 
assistance. 


Mr. Michael Kijana said this at a dinner given in his 
honor and (in honor of] his delegation by the chairman 
of the Rwandan parliament. Over now to a recording of 
Mr. Kijana’s speech at the dinner: 


(Begin Kijana recording] Ladies and Gentlemen, our 
delegation from Kenya found it necessary to come to 
Rwanda for two major reasons: First to express total 
solidarity with the Rwandan people over this great 
tragedy that befell this country, and to say pole [express 
sympathy] to them for this. Second, we wanted to expel 
any notion in the minds of the Rwandan people that the 
majority of Kenyans share the views of President Moi. 


So we speak for the majority of Kenyans, and I want 
to assure you that the majority of Kenyans consider 
the Rwandan people to be their brothers and sisters, 
and some beautiful sisters too. [applause] So for us 
also there are no borders between Kenya and Rwanda, 
and our visit here today is going to be the foundation 
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of a longlasting relationship at parliamentary level 
between Kenya ani Rwanda, and we hope it can be 
the forerunner of a serious African parliamentary forum 
which, in the lony run, I believe, could lead to African 
nations learning t help each other. Instead of always 
looking up to the West and the United Nations to help an 
African nation that is in trouble, fellow African nations 
must learn to help each other, I believe, from now on. 


We came to Rwanda, second, to learn, to see for 
ourselves, meet the Rwandan people, talk to them, hear 
about their hopes and expectations and aspirations, see 
the land, and see the problems that face this land, see 
the achievements of the Rwandan people and, that way, 
understand the Rwandan people a bit better than we did 
before; but in the process we learned something more 
serious than we thought. We learned a new meaning 
of the word genocide. After what we saw at Butare, 
and what we've heard from the ambassadors, the word 
genocide has assumed a new meaning to us, and | 
believe that if President Moi knew what genocide really 
means, he would never dare use that word. 


When we get back home, we shall challenge President 
Moi to make an official visit to Rwanda, also see what 
has happened in Rwanda, [applause] so that when he 
talks about Rwanda.... [pauses] Whenever he attacks the 
opposition he says if we are not careful we are going 
to go the Rwandan way. Let him come and see what 
happened in Rwanda; I believe he will stop using that 
example. 


Ladies and gentlemen, we have come to this great and 
beautiful country. To us from the air we saw it as the 
Switzerland of Africa, and we pay compliments to the 
Rwandan Government for what they have achieved in 
a very short time. In fact, their achievement is nothing 
short of a miracle. It is like the phoenix rising from 
the ashes, and we shall pray to God that he guides the 
new leaders of Rwanda, that he instills a new spirit in 
the people of Rwanda to learn anew the meaning of the

Yesterday, the Kenyan delegation met President Pasteur 
Bizimungu, and in their talks, President Bizimungu said 
Rwanda wishes the resumption of diplomatic relations 
between the two countries. 


Earlier, the delegation had met the prime minister, 
Pierre Celestin Rwigyema, who assured them that the 
Rwandan Government is determined to lead the country 
basing on respect for human rights. [sentence as heard] 
The prime minister further said that the Rwandan 
Government wants all its citizens currently refugees in 
neighboring countries to return home. He also appealed 
to the Kenyan delegation to do all that is possible so 
as to bring to justice the killers who committed last 
year’s genocide now residing in Kenya. The Kenyan 
parliamentarians assured the prime minister that they 
will do it as a moral obligation for punishing those who 
committed crimes against humanity. 

In a similar development, the delegation visited Gisenyi 
to assess the situation of returning Rwandan refugees 
from Zaire. They expressed their gratitude to the Rwan- 


dan Government for encouraging all its citizens to return 
home.

WHO Reports Tests Negative for Ebola Virus

However, on the spot observation is 
continuing, even if the epidemic was officially declared 
over on 24 August. Here is Jean-Karim Fall: 


(Fall] We have won a battle, but not the war — that 
is what a doctor said at the end of August when the 
hemorrhagic fever epidemic was officially declared over 
in the Kikwit area. In fact, it should be known that the 
Ebola virus is still present, hiding somewhere in its host, 
probably an animal. The WHO experts had promised 
that a huge operation would be undertaken to track 
this virus, to find its hiding place. All animals, from 
reptiles to insects, including monkeys, were supposed 
to be tested. At the time, even the possibility of turning 
to the U.S. military in this battle was mentioned; but 
due .o a lack of funds, the project never saw the light 
of day, and the world’s interest in this virus with a very 
high media profile fell. All that was done was that an 
observation team was kept on the spot in the Bandundu 
region, just in case.

Mr. Awaleh’s party, the National 
Democratic Party, the PND, has also been linked to two 
incidents involving grenades. One failed to detonate, 
and the other exploded without causing injury. Mr. 
Awaleh faces up to a year in prison. Christophe Farah 
in Djibouti faxed this report: 


The state prosecutor said Aden Robleh Awaleh and 
his party spokesman, Farah Ali Waberi, himself a 
former chairman of the Supreme Court in Djibouti, had 
been thrown into jail for organizing an unauthorized 
demonstration. He said they would be brought before 
a criminal court on Thursday [2 November]. The two 
men are liable to serve a maximum prison sentence of 
one year as well as a fine of 200,000 Djibouti francs, 
the equivalent of 740 pounds, each. 


About 100 PND party supporters gathered outside the 
court today and cheered their leaders as they were taken 
away under heavy police escort to the main prison in 
the city. Riot police had been deployed along the road 
leading to the court. Before he was taken away, Aden 
Robleh Awaleh talked to the press, and said he was 
being sent to prison because of his decision to exercise 
his right to freedom of expression. The government is 
hostile to the advent of democracy in this country, he 
said, adding: The struggle will continue.

In several constituencies in Dar es Salaam, the voting 
did not take place yesterday as a result either of a 
lack of ballot papers or of electoral officials arriving 
at polling stations without bringing ballot papers with 
them. Reports from various places say vote counting 
has started and is proceeding well. The reports also say 
vote counting has started in Ruvuma, Mtwara, and Mara 
Regions, and that the exercise is proceeding smoothly.

The military had been used to reinforce 
the then KwaZulu government, which was defending 
a revolutionary onslaught from the African National 
Congress and its affiliates. 
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Viljoen said there had been an "offensive element" to 
the plan, but he did not believe this amounted *” so- 
called hitsquad operations. 


Viljoen predicted there would be more prosecutions, 
and added that in the light of the attempt to charge 
former generals, it was possible that he could also face 
prosecution. 


"Although there was no CCB (Civil Co-operation Bu- 
reau) or covert operations while I was the head of the 
Defence Force, there were times when we acted against 
neighbouring countries. It was possible that civilians 
were killed in these operations." 


Viljoen was addressing the FF’s last election rally at 
Vereeniging in Gauteng before the local government 
poll on Wednesday. About 1,000 people attended the 
rally. 


He said if everything that had happened in the past was 
going to be revealed, then the acts the ANC committed 
during that period should also be revealed. 


He said people such as the ANC’s Robert McBride had 
placed a bomb in a public place and landmines had 
been laid on roads used by civilians in the Northern 
Transvaal. 


"What's the difference?" he asked. 


The proposed Truth Commission had become a monster 
which some people were trying to use to humiliate the 
Afrikaner people. 


He appealed to Afrikaners to donate money to a trust 
fund to be set up to ensure that all sides of the history 
of the conflict were revealed.

He 
warned that if the charges against Malan and the others 
proceeded to trial it could mean that all matters destined 
for the Truth and Reconciliation Commission would 
instead be dealt with "in court and through adversarial 
criminal procedures”. 


"Clearly the Truth and Reconciliation Commission 
should be seized with these matters in order to establish 
a total picture of our apartheid past and the violence 
to which it gave rise," he said. Leon warned against 
"selective trials" which would render the commission 
academic and irrelevant and would “simply trip up the 
criminal justice process". 


Legislation providing for the commission’s establish- 
ment contained a mechanism allowing for political crim- 
inals’ trials to be stayed if the accused applied for 
amnesty, said Leon. "The problem in respect with Gen 
Malan’s trial is that the commission has yet to be estab- 
lished and the trial will be underway before it is." Leon 
said Malan and his co-accused would "presumably" be 
protected dy the 1990 amnesty legislation. 


However, the DP had doubts about the way in which 
indemnities and amnesties had been handled in the past.

‘Academics’ Expect ANC To ‘Sweep’ Elections

(DP], together with smaller parties are expected to do 
well in the November | local government elections, 
the ANC is braced for a sweep. This is according to a 
number of leading political science academics in tertiary 
institutions countrywide surveyed by NEW NATION 
less than a week from election day. 


The main question asked of the academics was to make 
a general projection of how political parties will fare in 
the local elections. Most agreed that the elections would 
not be as predictable as last year’s national poll, but said 
they would nevertheless be an interesting battle for the 
mainstream parties. 


Witwatersrand University political scientist Prof Tom 
Lodge said smaller parties from the National Party [NP] 
downwards will do a little better than their performance 
in last year’s general elections. 


"The DP will get a much better share of the votes 
in major Metropolitan centres. They are not going to 
win anything significant but they will capture some 
wards and hold some balance of power in one or two 
substructures. This is partly because they have been 
Campaigning more effectively. The fact that they have 
a better party organisation adds to their advantage. 
The other factor which works for them is that under 
the present arrangement, whites are over-represented," 
Lodge said. 


He further said the NP might do a bit better than in 
last year’s general election. "Of course, the key areas 
where the party might have done best — in KwaZulu/ 
Natal and Western Cape — are st’!! compromised by 
disputes. So it’s too early to say what could happen 
there." However, the NP will be lucky to maintain the 
share of votes to about the same proportion as last year’s 
general elections — they will probably suffer, he said. 


The Freedom Front (FF), added Lodge, will do worse 
because the rightwing vote is going to be split. There are 
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too many rightwing groupings contesting the elections. 
This factor might indeed affect the NP as well. 


Good news for the DP, said Lodge, is that they are 
"likely to do a little bit better" than in the general 
election. 


The ANC will suffer from the voters’ apathy in black 
areas but will carry most of the township wards. 
"However, most people will stay home and not vote." 


As for the Pan Africanist Congress [PAC], Lodge said 
he wished them luck as they have a lot of work to do. 
“Their efforts have not as yet attracted any significant 
media commentary at all. I think they are on a serious 
campaign but there seems to be not much PAC on the 
ground at all." 


The Inkatha Freedom Party (IFP] in Gauteng will get 
some white support in the northern suburbs, the Reef 
hostel communities and some few wards in central 
Johannesburg, said Lodge. 


In response to a question, Lodge said the IFP could 
be expected to perform well in coloured townships 
in the light of their association with Basil Douglas’s 
South Western Joint Civics Association (Sowejoca). "I 
do know why the ANC is so angry about Sowejoca — 
because they (the IFP) are likely to win some wards 
and split the anti-ANC vote. In any case, the advent 
of the rightwing setting is probably bad news for ANC 


support,” he said. 


He did not think the ANC would do well in Indian and 
coloured townships because they have put up virtually 
unknown candidates in many wards. Whether you like 
Douglas or loathe him, said Lodge, he is better known 
in these crucial areas. 


On the question of whether these elections will retain 
strongholds, Lodge said:. "The ANC will continue to 
have some strongholds because there are some areas 
where it enjoys over 90 percent support". 


He however dismissed the same scenario in white 
areas, saying that there are no more pure white areas. 
“Traditionally w. .te areas are as black as white and 
as white as black. The number of pure white wards is 
quite small because many white wards are next to or 
incorporated into black areas. In any case, the white 
vote is more divided than the black vote." 


Western Cape head of Political Studies Department 
Sipho Maseko said he views the local government elec- 
tions campaign waged by political parties in Western 
Cape as being strange. 


"The campaign around here is all about federalism and 
more powers for provinces. They are not about the real 
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bread and butter community issues like sewerage, water, 
electricity and clinics, to mention a few. 


"The other strange thing going on here is that people 
who are campaigning are already in office, like President 
Nelson Mandela, Constitutional Assembly Chairperson 
Cyril Ramaphosa, DP leader Tony Leon, NP Western 
Cape MEC [Member of the Executive Council] Peter 
Marais and Deputy President Thabo Mbeki. We are 
not seeing local candidates campaigning for themselves. 
This indicates that we lack middle- or third-layer 
leadership that has the guts to show its face to the 
community". 


Maseko said he is concerned that elections in Tygerberg 
area will be held next year in March. "This means we 
will continue to have illegitimate transitional councils 
serving." 


On the question of how parties will fare in Western 
Cape, Maseko said the NP will retain the majority it 
presently enjoys. "I am worried about the DP. It has 
lost many delegates, who participated in previous white 
local government elections, to other political parties." 


He warned the ANC it will have to work very hard if it 
wants to win the elections, which will be largely decided 
by the coloured factor — something the NP is able to 
drum up. This is because many coloured nationalists 
identify with Afrikaner culture and speak Afrikaans. The 
NP plays on that ethnic ticket. 


"But the problem about this strategy is that the coloured 
factor will remain on!y in Western Cape and benefits the 
NP in the short term, but it will backfire in the long term 
nationally — where the NP wants to project itself as a 
national non-racial, non-sexist party." 


Maseko added that the IFP’s presence is very minimal 
and hardly noticed in doing any serious campaigning. 
The same goes for the PAC. "In fact, it has been 
reported that some of the PAC members have defected 
to the NP, especially in the Khayelitsha township. They 
were apparently not happy with their president, Clarence 
Makwetu, and this served to confirm my earlier point 
that some parties are not campaigning in communities 
about issues befitting local government elections," he 
Said. 


Piet Croucamp, of the University of the North, says the 
ANC will win most of the rural councils but will find it 
difficult to win many wards, as chiefs have fielded some 
independent candidates to oppose the civic. "But they 
nevertheless told their subjects to vote for the ANC in 
the proportional lists," he said.

Croucamp said the NP, which is in coalition with the 
Freedom Front, is in for a big surprise in Pietersburg. 
"They will be lucky if they win four wards." 


He said the ANC is expected to sweep the Pieters- 
burg area because it is combined with Seshego and 
Polokoane. "In the proportional list, the ANC will prob- 
ably get nine out of 10," he said. 


Croucamp added that the African Christian Democratic 
Party (ACDP), FF and PAC will each get one seat. 


Gampi Mathiba, of the University of Bophuthatswana, 
said the ANC is generally expected win in northwest. 
He said minority political parties like the People’ 
Progressive Party, UCDP (United Christian Democratic 
Party), PAC, NP, FF would not pose a threat to the ANC 
as it enjoys overwhelming support in the townships of 
the province. "Another reason is that these parties do not 
have anything to offer to potential voters. The absence 
of ‘the Nelson Mandela factor’ in these parties also 
contribute to their demise." 


In response to a question, Mathiba said there is a strong 
likelihood that in conservative towns synonymous with 
Northwest province, the towns will produce black 
mayors, especially at cities like Ventersdorp which 
were perceived to be Afrikaaner Weerstandbeweging 
[Afrikaner Resistance Movement] strongholds. 


"Other white parties will win certain wards but ANC 
will produce black mayors as the major party." 


Mathiba attributes that to the support enjoyed by the 
ANC in townships and squatter camps surrounding the 
white towns. 


He said former homeland leader and Christian Demo- 
cratic Party leader Chief Lucas Mangope is also ex- 
pected to win some few wards because of the sympathy 
he might get from those who perceived him as per- 
secuted by the recent Skweyiya Commission. But he 
added that Mangope will not win any town council. 


"Overall, the balance of power is going to tilt to the 
advantage of the ANC," concluded Mathiba. 


Theo Becker, of the University of Pretoria, said there is 
a good indication that the ANC 


"They will win because of possible support they will 
gain from people on certain key issues promised by the 
RDP [Reconstruction and Development Program], like 
housing and other issues. About 55 percent of the people 
nationally will vote for the ANC. The organisation will 
get about 60 percent if people perceive the RDP to be 
on track and delivering." 


Becker said with the NP it will be a different story 
altogether. "They will be very lucky if they get 20 
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percent of the votes as there are strong indications 
that they are losing support because they are seen as 
ineffective. The problem facing minority parties is that 
they are not delivering and do not produce programmes 
for their voters." 


The immediate question to ask is who is benefiting from 
that support? 


Becker said the FF’s General Constand Viljoen is 
making inroads into that support and the DP was also 
more vocal. 


"The trump card for the PAC will depend on whether 
people view the ANC as having delivered or not. If the 
ANC is perceived to have not delivered, then the PAC 
stands to benefit some support, especially in the north- 
eastern Transvaal." 


Becker said the choice for disillusioned NP voters 
will be between the social democrats ANC or the 
liberal democrats, DP, and those who want a Boerestaat 
{Afrikaner state], the FF. 


"The higher upper-middle class will vote for the DP — 
both white and black — because it is socially acceptable, 
but I am not sure if they are politically correct." 


Harold Tessendorf, of the University of Port Elizabeth, 
said these elections are highly unlikely to come out as 
"powerful" ones. 


"Smaller parties will fare much better than they did 
in last year’s April general elections. This is because 
they at least have the chance to show themselves off, 
Campaign vigorously and avoid being overshadowed by 
the mainstream political parties. 


Tessendorf said a noticeable feature about these local 
elections is that big parties like the ANC and NP are 
Campaigning through their national leaders. This will 
ensure they get more votes — especially the ANC. 


In response to a question, Tessendorf said the ANC 
victory is expected to be a close one. "I wouldn’t say 
they will get a big one, but I think they will do well 
because of demographics which ensures that most of 
their supporters vote for them." 


As for the DP and the NP, Tessendorf said they would 
be quite evenly matched. He said he hasn’t seen much 
of the FF. 


"The PAC is going to do quite well, particularly in rural 
areas stretching from the old Transkei. This is due to the 
Criticisms faced by the government on some issues like 
the handling of the nurses’ strike. I would not write-off 
the PAC.”

ANC secretary general 
Cyril Ramaphosa said: "We have found, in the areas 
where we have held meetings, that there is a gi cat deal 
of enthusiasm about local government being brought to 


the people." 


More revealing was Ramaphosa’s remark that he would 
be satisfied with a 50 percent turn-out at the poll — far 
lower than the 86 percent percentage poll of the national 
elections. 


What is worrying the ANC — and perhaps even the 
second largest party, the National Party — is the fact 
that voter apathy will weaken their hold on political 
leadership across the country. 


But the NP was able to use the issue to take a swipe at its 
biggest opponent this week. Said NP representative Jaco 
Maree: "The National Party has been able to register its 
supporters 100 per cent — there is no apathy among 
Our supporters and we expect a very high percentage 
to vote. We do believe, however, that other parties — 
especially the ANC — are finding it difficult to create 
enthusiasm." 


It is, perhaps, ironic that parties have come to use 
voter apathy as a vehicle for party politicking. Even 
the smaller parties are using it as a demonstration of 
their potential success. 


Gauteng DP [Democratic Party) spokesperson Jack 
Bloom said this week that people were feeling their vote 
would not make a difference. Disillusionment in the 
Government of National Unity’s [GNU] performance 
would help boost the vote of parties cutside of the GNU 
— the smaller political parties and the many indepen- 
dent candidates and the representatives of ratepayers’ 
associations and local forums. 


What is becoming clear is that there is a lack of clarity 
about all the elements needed to make the elections 
a meaningful exercise. Many people don’t know or 
care who their candidates are; they do not know the 
boundaries of their wards; they are not sure what the 
different ballot papers are for; and what voting will 
achieve for them. 
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What could also be making the elections unpalatable 
for normal folk is the boredom of it all. It seems 
that the larger parties — the ANC and the NP — are 
stuck in their national politicking rut, while voters have 
become tired of national politics and the personalities 
that project the major parties. They want to move on. 


Granted, it is important for the nationally based parties 
to advertise themselves rather than just their individual 
Candidates, given that 40 percent of the vote will 
go directly to the parties through the proportional 
representation system. However, there has been very 
little fresh or out of the ordinary in the election 
campaign this year. The only issues that have really 
penetrated the hearts of South Africans are crime and 
violence, and because all parties latched onto them with 
such tenacity, it has been all but played out. 


The media has battled to generate its own enthusiasm 
and the qualified interest on the part of the media has 
not helped politicians reach voters. 


Even the security forces are comparatively relaxed. 
Although every member of the police will be on duty on 
Wednesday, with the SANDF [South African National 
Defense Force] standing by, there is no serious threat 
of violence. 


Given the rivalries between political parties which have 
persisted beyond last year’s elections, the stability at 
the time of this election can also be interpreted as voter 
apathy. 


So it appears that, maybe, the majority of South Africans 
are looking forward to Wednesday, not because it is 
election day, but rather because it’s a national public 
holiday.

It incorporates the right to join trade 
unions without fear of intimidation, a ban on the use of 
child labour, the right to strike and collective bargaining 
and no discrimination against any worker on the basis 
of race, religion or gender. 


Nigeria, Gambia and Sierra Leone, all with military 
juntas were among those singled out as examples of 
flagrant denials of trade union rights for workers. Other 
countries included Kenya, Swaziland, Malaysia, Turkey, 
Chile and Peru. 


In its annual survey of violations of trade unions 
rights, the International Confederation of Free Trade 
Union illustrates the growing threat to trade union 
and human rights throughout the world. It reveals that 
these violations have taken various forms ranging from 
dismissals and intimidation to arrests, detentions and 
murders. 


COSATU hopes to put pressure on governments with 
a poor track record on fair labour practices by forging 
a strong international solidarity of trade unions. It also 
hopes to rally support at the forthcoming summit of 
Commonwealth Trade Union Council in Au kiand, New 
Zealand in November 4.

Outlining the need for a social partnership, the docu- 
ment says: "We have reached a moment wherein the 
leadership of each constituency is willing to consider 
the possibility of making short-term trade-offs and of 
mobilising our collective resources in order to create 
a longer-term outcome which will deliver employment, 
economic growth and uplift the living standards of all." 
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The document recommends "a strategy for growth and 
development at levels substantially above five percent, 
to attract significant levels of new investment which 
creates substantial numbers of new jobs; and a strategy 
to improve incomes generally; to create a higher level 
of equity; and to increase the productivity and labour- 
absorbing possibilities of the labour market.” 


Agreement among the three National Economic Devel- 
opment and Labour Council (Nedlac) partners — busi- 
ness, labour and government — is limited to an abstract 
desire for a better South Africa, according to Nedlac’s 
executive officer Jayendra Naidoo.

Wages and income: 


"South Africa has a turbulent and adversarial industrial 
relations climate, fuelled mainly oy conflict over wages 
and conditions of work. 


"However, despite numerous struggles at great cost to 
workers, companies and the country, it is true that 
workers have not increased the value of the goods and 
services they can purchase in real terms. In context of 
negative growth, however, workers have done much 
better than the increasing number of unemployed and 
poor. 


"The new labour law will do much to make industrial 
relations more stable and peaceful. However, it does 
not resolve the growing conflict between workers and 
employers regarding job security and real wage gains 
versus productivity. 


"At the heart of this conflict lies the fact that real wage 
gains are linked to improved productivity of companies. 
Behind the barriers of high tariffs and limited compe- 
tition, companies previously had the option of passing 
on increases in costs of wages and other inputs to con- 
sumers. Now that companies can no longer simply in- 
crease their prices, they must find ways to either im- 
prove their productivity or cut costs.” 


To successfully address this issue, says the document, 
members of each constituency should get a satisfactory 
answer to the question "What's in it for us?” 


A solution would be an approach which promoted 
improvements in real income for workers, increased 
productivity of companies and encouraged employment 
of new workers. 


"During (the) past year, a number of pioneering agree- 
ments have been reached (between labour and business). 
This creates the possibility of developing an agreed na- 
tional framework for collective bargaining that promotes 
certain outcomes in industry level negotiations, or at the 
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minimum, provides a ‘menu’ of options for negotiations. 
This could for example, involve linkages between wage 
gains and skills develog ment. 


"In addition, we need to explore the relationship be- 
tween the bargained wage and the complementary role 
of the social wage. The test for workers is whether they 
are in the long term better off and have improved total 
incomes or ‘wealth’ as a result of the package of trade- 
offs being considered. 

“Such a package could possibly include lower prices on 
specified consumption goods, food and necess.ties they 
have to buy reduced prices and/or improved quality of 
public services, schools, health care and hospitals they 
benefit from, public pension plans, retirement funds, or 
access to skills and training which will give them a 
higher wage pay-out in a long-term perspective. 

"Such an approach will benefit business by making more 
retained earnings, available in a short-term perspective 
for investment. 

"Such a wage bargaining policy..could improve the 
position of workers as well as enable companies to 
generate sufficient profits to make the creation of 
additional investment and employment possible. 


"Inflation could also be targeted in this context, without 


negative consequences for employment if it is linked to 
such a framework.” 


Investment and creating jobs: 


"We need a strategy for economic growth and invest- 
ment which delivers significant growth in the rate of 
employment. There are different categories of potential 
investors, each of whom impact differently on employ- 
ment creation, and respond in different ways to partic- 
ular strategies. 


"First the big manufacturing companies tend to invest 
mostly in capital intensive operations, a situation which 
appears to be exacerbated by current exchange control 
restrictions. 


"In the process of building up their competitive capa- 
bilities, bigger companies have been restructuring into 
‘leaner’, more cost-efficient enterprises. 


"Secondly, the small and emerging companies may have 
a larger potential to contribute to new employment 
but face significant obstacles in obtaining access to 
markets which are dominated by big players, costly 
infrastructure and services. 

“Thirdly, foreign investors often raise the issue of 
security, taxes, exchange controls, labour relations 
wages and instability as deterring factors. 
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"We need a competitive mix of features whereby the 
positive features which attract investment outweigh the 
perceived risk. 


"In the short term, attracting foreign investment may 
require a more active strategy, with a package being 
offered to offset the risks and their cautiousness. 


"Fourthly, the pension funds and financial institutions 
which serve as the channel for the bulk of our previous 
domestic savings. 


"Despite exhortations to invest in infrastructure, they 
insist that the obstacle is not their unwillingness to 
invest, but simply shortcoming in the market or in real 
productive investment opportunities. 


"Specific issues to be explored inclue: 
— Support and promotion of small business. 


— An accord with the financial institutinns on issues 
such as trade-offs between lower short-term investment 
returns in exchange for long term job creation and 


higher profits. 


— The state’s activity within certain sectors (infrastruc- 
ture, housing, etc.) must be clearly defined. 


— Strategic intervention to attract investment and to 
stimulate employment, including targeted incentives. 


— A targeted policy could be devised to promote 
the employment of additional workers, by means of 
training subsidies, or even wage subsidies for vulnerable 
Categories of workseekers, etc.” 


Reprioritising government expenditure: 


"The reconstruction and development programme calls 
for increased provision of services and infrastructure. 


"With a high level of debt and interest payments, the 
government seeks to meet these needs while maintaining 
fiscal discipline. The pattern of government expenditure 
must be urgently reversed. 


"Unless the resources are found, through reprioritising 
expenditure or raising additional revenue, it has to be 
accepted that delivery will be limited. 


"Firstly, there is a need to rigorously evaluate the de- 
mand for government spending. There is also a case for 
reduction in government spending, in defence, eliminat- 
ing Certain subsidies, unnecessary administrative func- 
tions, reducing the number of embassies, even consid- 
ering the size of parliament, senate, the provincial gov- 
ernments, whether it is affordable to separate parliament 
and the administration, etc. 


"It is also necessary to consider the position of those 
civil servants in the former homelands who appear to 
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be redundant as a result of relocation of government 
following the elections 

"Public expenditure (should be prioritised), In some 
areas, there is a need for increased services, in others 
we have surplus employment. 


"This implies controversial, but necessary discussions of 
retrenchment of some civil servants, new employment 
in specific sectors and decent enumeration and skilling 
of workers. Secondly, there is a need to consider how 
the state finances its expenditure.” 


Trade and industrial development: 


"Historically, our manufacturing sector developed on the 
‘high protectionNow wages’ model. 


"We have now collectively embraced a strategy of re- 
ducing the level of protection of industries and increas- 
ing the pressure of competition...this is intended to lead 
to the manufacturing sector developing an international 
perspective... 


"(But) this strategy also opens up our own market to 
competition from foreign companies which can sell their 


products at a cheaper price and/or better quality. 


"Strategy is needed to enable South African companies 
to adjust to the lowering of protection.”

Initial 
Angolan government radio reports said 32 people had 
been abducted and that this was the work of heavily 
armed UNITA guerillas. 


Elsewhere in the country, the so called tangular com- 
munication between the government UNITA and the 
United Nations forces (Unavem [UN Angola Verifica- 
tion Mission]), established in terms of the latest peace 
accord was working well.

A container load of weapons bound for Nigeria was 
recently impounded at the Port of Cotonou and the 
owners, a Nigerian couple, arrested, the local police 
confirmed this afternoon in Cotonou. According to the 
PROGRES HEBDO weekly which reported the incident 
in its 25 October edition, “the impounded weapons," 
made up of submachine guns and assault rifles, "were 
concealed in merchandise bound for Nigeria." Citing 
consistent reports on the issue, the newspaper indicated 
that "informal negotiations have been initiated" with the 
port’s customs authorities "to allow the merchandise to 
pass in transit." Quoting a security officer, the paper 
added that “heads will roll at Customs." It stressed 
that "Beninese officers are none too happy about the 
idea of Benin being turned into a springboard for 
destabilizing its neighbors." The owner of the weapons 
and his wife were both picked up by the police, who 
are now questioning witnesses. According to PROGRES 
HEBDO, Nigeria’s ambassador to Benin is believed to 
have had wind of the incident and has been directed by 
his government "not to lose sight of these impounded 
weapons at any given moment." 


Arms Bought in U.S. To Oust Abacha

Nigeria asked Benin Saturday (28 October] to extradite 
two of its nationals arrested recently in Cotonou follow- 
ing the port seizure of a ship container of arms, officials 
said. Officials would not name the couple but said one 
of them told police that she preferred to commit sui- 
cide if not granted political asylum in a country of her 
choice. 


The Benin Government has made no official statement 
on the matter which was reported Wednesday by 
the independent newspaper, PROGRES HEBDO. The 
woman said she used all her savings to buy the weapons 
in the United States. They include submachine guns. She 
said the arms were to be used to end the “unbearable 
situation" of human rights violations in Nigeria. 

This is reference to the military junta’s continued 
Stay in office and its arrest, trial and conviction of 
prominent individuals on charges of trying to overthrow 
the regime. One of those imprisoned is Moshood Abiola, 
the presumed winner of the 12 June 1993 presidential 
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election. He was convicted of treason for declaring him 
president of the country. 


The woman said charged [as received] that public order 
has become non-existent under the rule of Gen. Sani 
Abacha and that armed robbers were acting at will in 
the country. She claimed to have bought the weapons 
without the knowledge of her husband, a physician, who 
is also arrested in Cotonou. She said had he knowledge 
about her actions he would have stopped her.

Newspaper Receives Letters From Coup Plotters

where the convicted Nigerian coup plotters are being 
held seems to be decidedly leaky where contact between 
prisoners and the outside world is concerned. Letters 
keep getting over the walls for the 40 alleged plotters, 
most of them military men and some of them very 
high ranking like former head of state General Obasanjo 
who has himself been in touch with the outside world, 
Claiming that he was framed. Now the London-based 
journal, NIGERIA NOW, has received a batch of 
letters from prisoners. Alice Martin asked NIGERIA 
NOW editor, Kayedi Fayemi, how many letters they’ve 
received and where they came from. 


(Begin recording] [Fayemi] I’ve received from about 10 
military officers, the most prominent among who were 
Colonel Guadabe and Colonel Ajayi. In various ways 
they all point in one direction that the coup plot was 
the figment of the regime’s imagination and they had 
nothing to do with it. 


[Martin] What sort of things are the letters saying? Are 
they saying that they were (?set up) or something like 
that? 


{Fayemi] Apparently, they were saying they were 
framed up. I could even read from Col. Guadabe’s 
letter, detailing how he was brought to Lagos without 
letting any one contact him, and how he was interro- 
gated and alleged to have been planning with other 
military officers. There was never a time in which we 
discussed any change of government or the use of any 
crack colonels as alleged. So, basically, they elaborated 
the circumstances in which they were framed up and 
basically point out that they had nothing to do with this 
coup and that there was not even a coup as far as they 
were concerned. 


[Martin] How did you receive the letters? 
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(Fayemi, laughing) Well, part of the problem this regime 
faces right now is they have no legitimacy even amongst 
the people who were serving the government and it 
suffices to say that people who privately share the public 
grief of Nigerians, who work for this administration 
made the letters available to me. 


(Martin) So, you are saying that people in the military 
smuggle the letters out? 


(Fayemi] Well, I am saying that people close to the 
military smuggle the letters out. 


{Martin} How can one be sure that they are true letters? 


(Fayemi] Well, the letters are in their handwriting and I 
have confirmed it from various people who know then 
and I have also made that available to friends of Col. 
Guadabe in London here and they have told me that you 
don’t have to be a calligraphy expert to know that he 
wrote the letter. 


(Martin) What good is it going to do? 


(Fayemi] Well, you see, the fear they have was that they 
were still going to be killed by the administration and 
what they would find most hurting is for their story not 
to be told to the world in all its authenticity and they 
have the fear that people will just take the word of the 
regime for it. (end recording)

‘Horrific’ Rebel Attacks Reported in South

(FBIS Transcribed Text] Reports are coming out of 
Southern Sierra Leone of a series of horrific attacks by 
rebels of the RUF (Revolutionary United Front] around 
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the southern city of Bo earlier this week. The reports 
spoke of raids on villages and massacres of women and 
children. On the line to Bo, Alice Martin asked Richard 
Magao of the SIERRA LEONE NEWS AGENCY what 
information he had: 


[Begin recording] [Magao] So far, about 50 people 
are now admitted at the Bo government hospital here. 
Thirty of them with arms amputated by the rebels while 
the others were either severely slashed in the neck or 
shot in the legs. And I understand this happened at a 
series of villages. At [?7Tangaba] village, that is in the 
Moyamba District in southern Sierra Leone, 10 women 
were lined up and beheaded before their own husbands. 
Two men, who shed tears for their wives, were killed 
and the others wounded. In the other village again called 
Limema village in the same chiefdom, this village was 
once visited by rebels. This time, the rebels killed four 
people there including a pregant woman. There was 
another attack again on Matru-on-the-Rail. Matru-on- 
the-Rail is about three miles from Bo and the rebel 
attack here was reported to have been led by an RUF 
commando whose name has been given here as Colonel 
Cobra. Col. Cobra, I understand, is a training officer at 
the main rebel base at Matru Jong in the Bon District. 


(Martin) These attacks all happened earlier this week? 


(Magao] Yes. They say they happened between Monday 
[23 October] and Wednesday [25 October] this week. 


(Martin) And the information that you have, has that 
come from people who have come into the hospital in 
Bo? 


(Magao] Yes. This is all coming from people who have 
come from the hospital and as I have told you, 50 people 
are now admitted. I have been getting in touch with them 
yesterday — both the seriously wounded and the ones 
who were treated and discharged. 


(Martin) And they all said that these were rebel attacks 
by RUF then? 


(Magao] Yes. They did say that. They came for example 
(pause) Matru Joan, this woman told me they came there 
in their hundreds. Really, and these were mainly, she 
said ... [pause] these were mainly boys between 12 and 
18 years. And in fact, she did tell me that at the time, she 
was Caught by one of these rebel lieutnants. I mean she 
was taken before this Col. Cobra who instructed an 18- 
year old rebel to carry out an amputation exercise on 10 
people in that village, that is, Matru-on-the-Rails. And 
after that, she also said 20 children between the ages of 
three and five, were locked up in a house and set on fire. 
Now, 15 of them died on the spot and five with serious 
burns were brought down here to the Bo government 
hospital. They are now here in critical condition. 
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(Martin) So from what the survivors have been telling 
you, it sounds like this Col. Cobra has been leading the 
main attacks. Is that right? 


(Magao] Of course, yes. As I have told you, he came 
from Matru Jong. He is the training officer there. And 
he did come down with a number of rebels. I mean, 
according to one of these people, almost all them I 
spoke with yesterday, I mean they numbered between 
5,000 and 6,000 and they have been hitting — well over 
different areas — some simultaneously. [end recording] 


Army Counters Rebel Offensive in Mining Area

Government troops in south Sierra Leone overnight 
launched a counter-offensive against rebels trying to re- 
Capture a mining area, journalists on the scene reported 
Tuesday [31 October]. The rebel offensive late Mon- 
day was met by heavy aerial bombardment by Guinean 
troops, said the journalists. 


The Army said the rebels of the Revolutionary United 
Front (RUF) are remnants of those reportedly "flushed 
out” of the area late last week. The rebels wanted to 
take over the mines to strengthen their positions in the 
south "but the heavy military power of che government 
forces had thwarted this,” a military spokesman said. 


The mines of Sierra Rutile, a U.S.-Australian venture 
producing titanium ore and other rare minerals, have 
twice been occupied by the RUF, whose presence since 
January cost mining companies million of dollars in 
losses. 


Sierra Rutile and the Swiss-owned Sierra Leone Ore and 
Mine Company, which operates in the same area, last 
year accounted for 75 percent of the country’s mining 
sector and 60 percent of its foreign currency earnings, 
according to the ministry of mines. 


Last January rebels kidnapped eight foreign workers in 
the area but released them unharmed two months later. 


Also on Tuesday, residents of the northern district of 
Lunsar said "smoke is still coming from the Malal hills,” 
the site of a rebel base the government claimed had been 
destroyed over the weekend. 


Twenty rebels and six government soldiers died in the 
battle, a military spokesman said Monday night. 


The RUF started the war in Sierra Leone in 1991. The 
conflict has claimed some 10,000 lives and displaced 
60,000 people in the country, one of the poorest in the 
world. 
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Army Claims ‘Significant’ Victory in North

military authorities have said today that it’s forces 
won a significant victory in its war against RUF 
(Revolutionary United Front] rebels this weekend by 
capturing a big rebel base in the north of the country. 
From Freetown, Victor Sylver reports [by telex): 


The base is situated in the Malal Hills and the military 
authorities said it was the main assembly point and 
headquarters for the RUF war machine for all operations 
in the north of the country. The military authorities 
said that the fell to government forces on Saturday (28 
October]. 


The base apparently occupies an area of about half a 
square mile and contains living quarters for officers and 
for junior ranks clearly marked out. The military found 
what they called looted items on the site as well as 
a cache of weapons and an assortment of household 
goods. 


Malal first came into the war picture when RUF rebels 
made it virtually impossible for vehicles to use the 
Lonsa-Makeni highway which runs through the region 
and some parts of the road leading to Kono. Several 
attempts by government forces to dislodge rebels from 
the hills in the past two years proved unsuccessful. 


If itis, indeed, true, as the military says, that government 
forces are now in control of these hills attacks on targets 
in the north of the country are expected to be greatly 
reduced but other hills like the Kangari and Moyamba 
would need to be firmly in the hands of the government 
forces if they are to guarantee the safety of civilian 
population in a large part of the country. 


Victor Sylver telexed that report from Freetown. Well, 
in spite of the military authorities claims about advances 
against the RUF in the north of the country, all the 
signs are that the RUF is still on the attack in the 
southeast, especially the government-held town of Zimi. 
As usual, the main victims are civilians and civilian 
refugees from the war are still pouring across the border 
into neighboring Liberia. According to the UN’s refugee 
agency in the Liberian capital, Monrovia, 285 refugees 
have arrived on the border in the last five days alone. 
From Monrovia, Nii Nartey Allison reports [by telex): 


The United Nations High Commission for Refugees, 
UNHCR, said today that the latest batch of refugees 
arrived at the Liberian border, visibly exhausted from 
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weeks of walking through dense forest. Musa Abiriga, 
the UNHCR deputy chief in Liberia, said the refugees 
were coming in, very thin from hunger and wearing 
very dirty clothes. He added, these people need help 
urgently. Abiriga said he had intelligence that RUF 
rebels in Sierra Leone were still making frequent attacks 
on Zimi, killing elderly people and forcing young men 
into their revel Army. He said he was expecting the 
flow of refugees into western Liberia to continue and 
added that he was most concerned about congestion and 
Sanitation problems at refugee camps already swarming 
with 12,000 Sierra Leoneans who have fled the war in 
their country. 


Meanwhile, the World Food Program, WFP, said today 
that it had suspended relief to central Liberia due to 
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growing insecurity in the region. A WFP spokesman 
said a planned food convoy and nutritional survey in 
central Liberia had been called off due to frequent 
shooting incidents on the main highway linking Kakata 
and Charles Taylor’s Gbarnga headquarters. 


Aid agencies began pulling out of central Liberia earlier 
this month because of renewed fighting between rival 
Liberian factions. The WFP spokesman said recent 
attacks on the Kakata-Gbarnga highway had caused 
great concern to the relief community. He said that 
security problems were preventing further emergency 
feeding programs in central Liberia and in northern 
Nimba County.
